-Mban.v, N. V., Ma.v 17. — Despite recent publisbed 
reports that Governor Dix would appoint a new state 
raeing (siminission, and that it would be couipost-d 
of memlM:rs in favor of the repeal of the race track 
directtirs liabilit.v law, passt-il b.v the Legislature 
last year, the governor toda.v stated emphatically 
that iie contemplates niakiivg no changes in the pres- 
ent commission. The present <-oin«iission Is heartily 
in fav<*r of legislation that will have the effect of re- 
estalilisliing racing throughout the state, and in its 
annual re|n>rt recently presented to the Is-gislatiire, 
forcihly stated its i>osition on the subject. It is 
IMiiiited out that it would be difficult to select three 
men in New York State more representative, influ- 
ential and earnest in their endeavors to promote rac- 
ing than Jolin Sanford, J. W. Wadsworth and II. K. 
Knapp. 

Great interest is being manifested here in favor 
of Senator Gillin’s bill, which will modify the pres- 
ent law. It will have the hearty suiiport of every 
county fair soeiet.v and agrienltnral society in the 
state.' .Arrangi-ments have b*-en made for the various 
asso<-iations to send representatives to appear before 
tlie legislative couimittei- In favor of the proposed 
legislation. No op|M)silion has developi-d against tlie 
tiill.
